against additional land-grants to the 
Central and Union Pacific roads, the 
the Committee on Railway Transpor- 
tation have prepared a memorial pe- 
titioning Congress to the effect that 
the Union Pacific railroad, which de- 
rived its existence from tho liberality 
of the people of the United States, 
instead of being operated so as to 
promote to the largest extent the 
commercial prosperity of the nation, 
is operated for the pecuuinry aggran- 
dizement of a few individuals. The 
rates they impose for carriage of
